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If  we  would  keep  the  spirit  of  youth  it  is  essential  that  we  have  an  absorb¬ 
ing  interest  in  life  and  I  know  of  nothing  more  healthful  or  more  entertaining 
than  the  culture  of  flowers  and  the  perfecting  of  a  garden.  I  have  become  so 
absorbed  in  this  my  favorite  pastime  that  the  year  has  sped  as  if  on  wings 
and  it  is  hard  to  realize  that  it  is  again  time  to  write  the  foreword  and  send 
out  my  catalogue  for  the  year  1932. 

This  issue  of  the  catalogue  is  in  the  same  arrangement  as  that  of  last  year. 
The  new  IRISES,  HEMEROCALLIS  and  POPPIES  that  are  listed  have  been 
carefully  selected  from  those  we  consider  the  best  of  American  and  foreign 
origin. 

I  am  again  fortunate  in  having  the  exclusive  introduction  of  the  irises 
registered  by  Mrs.  Stahlman  and  Mr.  Washington  of  Nashville,  Tennessee. 
They  have  always  felt  that  an  iris  to  be  introduced  should  surpass  any  similar 
variety;  this  year  we  are  offering  only  one  bearded  iris,  JEB  STUART,  a 
gorgeous  dark  red-bronze,  entirely  different,  but  equal  in  beauty  and  form 
to  the  famous  MARY  GEDDES. 

Other  new  Bearded  irises  of  especial  note  are,  AL-LU-WEE,  AMBER 
WAVE,  BLACKAMOOR,  CARFAX,  CLARA  NOYES,  COLUMBINE, 
CHROMYLLA,  CYDALISE,  CLAUDE  AUREAU,  DEPUTE’  NOMBLAT, 
DOG  ROSE,  EREBIAN,  EOTHEN,  FULGORE,  HASSAN,  MADAME 
SEROUGE,  NURMAHAL,  NOWETA,  ORIENT  PEARL,  PICADOR, 
PROPHETE,  RED  ROBE,  RED  DOMINION,  RHADI,  SENLAC,  SA¬ 
CHEM,  TALISMAN,  THURATUS,  VENUS  DE  MILO,  ZAHROON 
and  ZUNI. 

Recently  a  new  field  in  iris  breeding  has  been  opened,  namely  the  crossing 
of  our  AMERICAN  SPECIES  from  the  Southern  States  with  other  Beardless 
varieties.  Living  in  the  south,  Mrs.  Stahlman  and  Mr.  Washington  have  access 
to  these  kinds  and  for  several  years  have  been  doing  extensive  breeding  along 
this  particular  line.  From  their  countless  seedlings,  they  have  carefully  selected 
for  1932  introduction  some  very  lovely  and  unusual  hybrids  which  you  will 
find  listed  under  AMERICAN  SPECIES  and  HYBRIDS.  Also  two  beautiful 
Spuria  seedlings,  INDIAN  SUMMER  and  NATCHEZ. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  new  and  rare  SOUTHERN  SPECIES 
which  are  catalogued  for  the  first  time.  They  are  hardy  in  the  north  and  will 
prove  interesting  and  lovely  additions  to  the  garden  as  well  as  being  of  great 
value  to  those  engaged  in  hybridizing. 

There  has  been  great  need  of  more  delicacy  and  beauty  of  color  in  the 
Japanese  irises;  with  this  in  view  I  have  crossed  them  and  from  the  many 
seedlings  I  have  bloomed,  have  this  year  made  a  critical  selection  for  intro¬ 
duction  of  those  I  deem  entirely  distinctive.  They  are  soft  pastel  shades  that 
will  blend  with  other  flowers  in  making  perfect  garden  pictures.  I  am  also 
introducing  AH  ALYA,  a  charming  pink  Siberian. 

Most  flower  lovers  have  read  of  Dr.  Neeley  and  his  magnificent  poppy 
LULU  NEELEY,  which  was  introduced  several  years  ago.  I  have  the  pleasure 
of  listing  for  the  first  time  in  my  catalogue,  his  1931  introductions  which  sur- 
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pass  all  previous  poppies  he  has  produced.  They  are  CAVALIER,  a  glowing 
cerise,  ECHO,  an  exquisite  silvery  pink,  ENCHANTRESS,  a  superb  poppy 
of  pale  lilac-rose,  JUNE  DELIGHT,  a  bright  pink  of  silvery  sheen  and 
PURITY,  a  pure  soft  pink,  without  spot  or  blemish. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  following  poppies;  ETHEL 
SWETE,  MRS.  STOBART,  BARR’S  WHITE,  MAHONY  AMELIORE, 
PERRY’S  BLUSH,  WUNDERKIND,  THORA  PERRY,  WATTEAU  and 
LADY  MOORE. 

I  have  watched  with  pleasure  the  growing  popularity  of  the  newer  hybrid 
HEMEROCALLIS  and  am  convinced  that  they  have  a  great  future.  In 
America,  Dr.  Stout  of  New  York  Botanic  Garden  and  Mr.  Betscher  of  Ohio 
have  bred  many  of  our  new  hybrids. 

Mr.  Mead  of  Indiana  has  also  crossed  many  of  the  foreign  varieties  and 
in  1931,  his  beautiful  seedling  HYPERION  was  given  an  Award  of  Merit 
by  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England. 

English  hybridizers  have  introduced  many  new  and  lovely  Hemerocallis, 
most  of  these  I  have  imported;  some  are  still  under  government  control  and 
will  not  be  released  until  1933  or  later.  Of  the  English  hybrids  already  available 
especial  attention  is  called  to  GEORGE  YELD,  SHIRLEY,  SIR  MICHAEL 
FOSTER,  RADIANT  and  WINSOME;  the  latter  was  given  in  1931  an 
Award  of  Merit  by  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England. 

On  the  last  pages  you  will  find  listed  many  excellent  irises  which  on  account 
of  space  I  have  omitted  from  the  descriptive  portion  of  the  catalogue.  They 
are  beautiful  and  well  worth  while  varieties  but,  quantity  enables  me  to 
reduce  the  price  so  that  they  may  be  within  the  reach  of  all.  Descriptions  of 
them  may  be  found  in  my  catalogue  of  last  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  customers  for  their  generous  patronage  and  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  their  letters  which  tell  me  of  their  satisfaction  in  the 
quality  of  my  stock  and  the  excellent  condition  on  arrival.

A  richly  colored  flower  of  vel¬ 
vety  carmine;  the  falls  have  a  lighter  edge;  large  flowers  of  fine  shape 
and  substance.

JEB  STUART  (Washington  1932,  Nesmith  1932).  This  iris 
equals  Mary  Geddes  in  beauty  and  charm.  The  color  of  the  flower  is 
a  deep  rich  brownish  red  with  some  influence  of  copper  in  the  tone.

KING  MIDAS  (Mead  1927).  This  is  a  splendid  iris  of  great  beauty.

A  real  pink  plicata  of 
smooth  texture;  flowers  well  placed  on  strong  slender  stems,  good 
branching;  38  in. 

LODESTAR  (Hall  1925).  An  exceedingly  attractive  iris  of  fine  form; 
S.  lemon  chrome;  F.  claret-brown  with  border  of  lemon  chrome;  large 
flowers  of  clear  colorings;  38  in.  A.M.,A.I.S.  1927. 
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L  O  R  E  T  T  O  (  Nesmith  1930).  A  soft  clear  pink;  flowers  are  large 
and  of  good  substance,  stalks  are  widely  branched  with  many 
blooms.  A  beautiful  and  distinctive  iris;  38  to  40  in. 

LOS  ANGELES  (M.M.  1927).  Great  white  flowers  of  fine  shape, 
form  and  substance;  petals  are  faintly  edged  with  blue;  this  and  San 
Francisco  are  the  largest  plicatas ;  both  give  an  effect  of  white ;  48  in.

MARY  GEDDES  (Stahl. -Wash.  1930-Nesmith  1931).  An  iris 
of  beautiful  and  unusual  coloring.  Standards  light  ochraceous  salmon; 
arched;  Falls  are  of  the  same  shade,  overlaid  with  Pompeian  red; 
might  be  called  a  self  bi-color.  Flowers  of  great  substance;  8  to  10 
blooms  on  one  stalk;  low  and  widely  branched  stems  of  great  height.

It  is  tall,  the  bloom 
well  placed  on  a  nice  stalk.  In  color  it  strikes  a  new  note,  being  a  self 
of  light  Ochraceous  Salmon,  which  should  intrigue  one  planning  for 
color  in  the  garden”.

It  combines  the  richness  of  Dominion  with 
the  size  and  majesty  of  Mesopotamica  without  the  tenderness  of  the 
latter.  The  flowers  are  blue-black,  very  large  in  size;  broad  flaring 
falls;  standards  of  very  dark  hue;  40  in.

MESSALINE  (Mil.  1927).  S.  pale  gold  flushed  violet-pink;  F.  Cor¬ 
inthian  red  with  gold  shading  at  throat;  39  in. 

MIDWEST  PRIDE  (H.P.  Sass  1931).  A  beautiful  rich  violet  flower. 
Has  been  called  a  giant  Archeveque;  about  the  coloring  of  R.  W. 
Wallace  but  better  in  every  way;  38  in. 

MIDNIGHT  SUN  (Nesmith  1931).  This  is  a  cross  of  Dominion 
and  Esplendido  and  has  inherited  the  best  qualities  of  both  parents. 
Flowers  are  of  a  deep  velvety  purple;  well  branched  stalks  with  ten 
or  more  flowers  on  each ;  of  large  size  and  excellent  form  42  to  45  in. 

M  I  R  A  S  O  L  (M.M.  1929).  Splendid  clear  bright  yellow ;  excellent 
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MODOC  (Essig  1929).  A  wonderful  new  iris  of  outstanding  qual¬ 
ities;  S.  cotinga  purple;  F.  darker  than  the  most  blackish  purple  with 
a  warm  velvety  texture ;  beard  yellow.  The  flowers  are  almost  black  in 
color.  $13.50 

MOONBEAM  (Mur.  1927).  Almost  a  self  of  bright  glowing  yellow. 

The  beard  is  of  the  same  rich  tone.  A  magnificient  iris.  $4.00
